“ Bu t Clemenceau and Tardieu . as 
well as most of the depu ties^ will not 
go this path.

Road Bond Redemption Levy 


Much Lower Than Asked 


The tax distribution for next year 


has been received by the county au- 
ditor, Will MeMilliii, from the state 
board of 
tax 
commissioners 
and 


shows how the rates for each unit 
in the county, announced last week, 
were arrived at by the state board. 


In the first place, the state board 


reduced the county 
tax to seven 


cents in "the face of the action by 
he county council 
in putting it at 


fourteen and a half cents. The coun- 
ty tax this year is twenty cents, and 
with valuation for next year prac- 
tically tripled, it means that about 
the same amount of revenue will be 
raised by the county fax for 
the 


county's general fund. 


Tlie flood bond tax, which this 


year is one and 
nine-tenths cents, 


was cut down to 
one cent. 
The 


county council fixed this rate at ona 
and a half cents at its annual meet- 
ing last Monday. 
The gravel road 


repair tax, which this year is four- 
teen cents, was reduced to six cents. 
The commissioners 
a-sk for a nine- 


cent rate. 
This will increase the. 


revenue in the gravel 
road repair 


fund. 


The.gravel road-WwUrpdempt-ion 


tax was cut in two in practically ev- 
ery taxing unit in the county, where-- 
as the commissioner's reduced 
the 


levies only about one-fourth. 


The state 
tax of eighteen cents, 


which is a part of the rate in each 
taxing unit, is divided as follows; 
according to the distribution sheet:

tax. five and tn-o-tentlis cents and 
ocational education tax two-tenths 
of a cent.
